He leveled many of his written 
J chaffs at what he termed faulty 
construction of battleships 
rawly escaped court-mart, 
j writings to his superiors. 
When Theodore Roosevelt was as­ 
sistant secretary of navy, Sims sug- 
j gusted target practice for the entire 
; fleet. The secretary followed the 
suggestion.

After firing several 
thousand rounds of ammunition at 
j it. the navy hit it twice. 
When Roosevelt became Presi­ 
dent, Sims sent him a letter direct 
j without the formality of sending it 
I "through channels."

around the world, Sims, through a 
friend, caused to be published a se­ 
ries of articles attacking the con­

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PEONIES SHOULD 
BE SET OUT OR 
DIVIDED IN FALL 


Planting Ought To He 
Done Early to Es­ 
tablish Rootlets. 


By GISELA GRIMM 
[In the New York Herald-Tribune] 
When one plants a peony, one does 
not plant for a few seasons, but for 
a lifetime of beauty. It is truly pe­ 
rennial, producing its glorious burst 
of bloom each year with only a rea­ 
sonable amount of care. Each spring, j 
when it bravely thrusts its reddish 
spears through the chilly soil, the 
gardener greets it as a faithful I 
friend, who never fails in spite of 
winter's cold and summer's heat. 
If Its simple need- are understood 
and met, much joy and satisfaction 
may be had from crowing the peony. 
September is the best time to set out 
new plants or to divide old ones, i 
although division Is not necessary as 
often as with most perennials. The 
peony does not enjoy being moved 
at any time, and the time to do this i 
with the least injury is in early fall 
when the roots are nearly dormant. 
I ater in the fall while rootlets grow 
from the large, fleshy, storage roots, J 
and the plant establishes itself for 
the winter and 
in 
readiness 
for 
rapid growth in early 
spring. 
If 1 
planting is delayed until .spring the 
v lute rootlets will be destroyed and 
growth checked. Growth commences 
early and there Is also danger of 
breaking the brittle, young shoots. 
In fact, spring 
planting is seldom 
successful. 
Moving Is Detrimental 
As peonies do not like to be mov­ 
ed, their position in 
the 
garden 
should be chosen with great care, 
and great 
thoroughness should be 
exercised in the preparation of the 
soil and In planting. 
The plants 
need full sun for at least half the 
day. 
Some of the delicately col­ 
ored varieties bleach badly in the 
hot sun and benefit by shade from 
the noonday sun. 
A windbreak of trees or tall hr uhs i 
will protect the plants and flowers 
from wind and driving rains. How­ 
ever. the windbreak should not be i 
so close that it will shade the plant­ 
ing, or the roots of the trees and 
shrubs will rob the*rn of food and 
moisture. Locations directly against 
the house, where the soil is likely | 
to be dry, are not suitable. 
For 
although perfect drainage Ls essen­ 
tial, the peonies 
need plenty of 
water before and during the bloom­ 
ing season and also In August, when 
the new root-buds are forming. 
As the peony Is a heavy feeder. It 
will pay to enrich the soil before 
planting. 
Good peonies mav be 
grown in various types of soil, but a 
rich. heavy loam is preferable. 
It 
should be dug deeply and enriched 
with bone mea! and well-nit ted or 
dried manure. 
The manure should 
not be used in too great quantities 
and should be buried at least a foot 
deep There Is danger in using fresh 
manure about the roots and crowns. 
In the spring a dressing of hard­ 
wood ashes 
worked 
into the soil 
about the plant will be beneficial. 
After the soil has been prepared it 
should be allowed to settle before 
planting 
This is very important, so 
that, the plants mav be placed at the 
proper depth. 
If planting is done 
on newlv prepared 
soils the roots 
may sink 
and become 
too deeply 
covered. 
Deep planting is a com­ 
mon cause 
for peonies* 
failure to 
bloom. 
Peony specialists recom­ 
mend that the tops of the crowns 
be covered with two inches of soil 
if it Is heavy, and with three inches 
if the soil is light. 
The soil should be firmed about 
the roots carefully for they are 
brittle and easily broken. 
If the 
weather is dry the plants should 
be watered so that growth may be 
resumed 
immediately, 
and 
the 
plant become established in its new 
location 
before 
hard 
freezing 
weather arrives. 
It probably will be two or three 
years before the plants will give 
their best blooms but from then on 
beautiful displays may be expected 
for many years. If tile plants were 
p’anted 
in 
fertile , well-prepared 
toil, feeding should not be neces­ 
sary for two or three years.

Gardens of Luther Burbank 
Now Idle; Seek New Genius

years after the death of Luther 
Burbank, his world-famous experi­ 
mental garden here stands practi­ 
cally unused a challenge for some­ 
one to step into the plant wizard’s 
place. 
There is no sign out reading 
’Genius Wanted,” but according to 
Milo S. Baker, professor of botany 
at Santa Rosa junior college, that 
sums up the situation. 
“When Burbank died his work 
stopped,” said Professor Baker. -“He 
trained nobody to follow him and 
left few notes on his work. 
His 
mantle has fallen to no one.” 
The 
famous 
horticulturist had 
more than 2,000 plant creations un­ 
der way at the time of his death, but 
scarcely 20 of them have been per­ 
fected and put on the market. In 
one ambitious experiment he was 
growing 300.000 rose bushes in an 


attempt to overcome mildew and 
many of these plants still survive— 
some of them resistant to the blight 
but the job as a whole uncompleted. 
Misconceptions Numerous 
Burbank’s widow has turned his 
garden over to the Santa Rosa jun­ 
ior college, which maintains it as a 
free public showplace. 
It contains 
some of his most notable produc­ 
tions, including the thornless rose, 
spineless cactus, “rainbow” com, the 
hybrid mulberry tree with which 
Burbank hoped to foster an Ameri- 
•can silk industry, and his .striking, 
! red “combustion plant,” which he 
j described as “the 
mast 
brilliant 
j plant human eyes have ever seen.” 
Professor Baker’s botany classes 
I use the garden for study, but the 
college is not equipped to foster re- 
j search on the Burbank scale. Some 
| experimentation is carried on by J. 
; B. Kell, custodian of the garden, 
but most of his time is taken up 


correcting misconceptions of vis­ 
itors. 
“Most people believe Burbank de­ 
velope.! the grapefruit and the seed­ 
less orange,’’ says Kell. 
“Such is 
not the case, although the statement 
has even been put into textbooks. 
The grapefruit was a citrus varia­ 
tion dLscovered in Florida, while 
United States government natural­ 
ists imported the seedless orange 
from Brazil." 
Cedar Marks Grave 
The famous naturalist is buried in 
the acre-and-a-quarter tract, his 
grave unmarked except for a giant 
| Cedar of Lebanon. 
Mrs. Burbank 
lives in the small frame house near­ 
by where he resided during his 50 
1 years of research. 
A pretentious 
1 home built just before his death has 
I been converted into a business col­ 
lege. 
Nearest thing to a successor to 
Burbank, experts here say, is a cen­ 
tury-old nursery 
concern,
